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GHI Clarifies 
Garage Policy 


The restrictions on the use 
of both rental and member-own- 
ed garages were clarified at the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., board 
meeting last Thursday. It was 
pointed out to one member that 
a rental garage cannot be con- 
verted into a workshop while 
another member was denied per- 
mission to buy a second gar- 
age attached to his present gar- 
age, although he was given au- 
thority to convert his own gar- 
age into an addition to his home. 

In the first case, a member 
speaking for her son-in-law and 
daughter said they had received 
permission on the telephone from 
a GHI official to install electrical 
fittings in a garage rented from 
the corporation. She said her 
son-in-law had installed $125 
worth of electrical equipment, 
but Pepco had refused to turn 
on the electricity without per- 
mission from GHL 

When she sought to confirm 
the previous permission granted 
by telephone, she found she could 
‘not verify it. GHI manager Paul 
Campbell said that there was no 
record of such permission being 
granted, Furthermore, he noted 
that while members who own 
garages as part of their homes 
(usually closed garages) can in- 
stall workshops if they wish, 
it has been strict GHI policy not 
to allow GHI rental garages tobe 
used for anything except parking 
cars, and, in some cases, stor- 
age. 

The member has been direct- 
ed- by the manager to remove 
the equipment in the garage and 
to patch up the holes where 
installation had been made. 
Meanwhile, since the member 
plans to leave in a year or So, 
the garage can be used for stor- 


age. 
: SEEKS TWO GARAGES 

In the second case, a member 
requested permission from the 
board to convert his garage, 
which is joined to the wall of 
his end unit, into an extra bed- 
room. At the same time, healso 
sought to purchase the garage 
next to his, with the long-range 
goal of converting itinto a second 
bedroom. The present owner of 
the garage is selling his house and 
is willing to sell the garage sep- 


arately. 
In view of the shortage of park- 


ing space in the GHI courts, the 
board felt it undesirable to re- 
duce the number of garages a- 
vailable. It was also felt that 


as a matter of poiicy, no mem-. 


ber should own two garages. 
(One member now owns two gar- 
ages due to unforeseen circum- 
stances which are not likely tobe 
repeated.) Finally, the board felt 
it should not encourage members 
who own garages with their homes 
to sell the garage separately. 

For these reasons, the board 
by 6-1 vote refused to make an 
exception and denied the pur- 
chase of the second garage. 
Board member Alan Morrison 
was the lone dissenter. 

The board, however, was more 
sympathetic to the proposal to 
convert the member’s ~ garage 
to a bedroom to accommodate 
a growing family. Ed Peters 
moved that a special exception 
be made to normal policy to per- 
mit this, provided building plans 
were approved by the county and 


GHL 
This was approved by a 6-1 


vote. The action was opposed by 
Lloyd Moore, who pointed out 
that there may be a difficult 
situation if the present owner 
should move out after convert- 


ing’ the*garage to living quarters.: 


Police News 


Police logged five auto ac- 
cidents for the week of July 10 
through 18, On Greenbelt and 
Southway Rd, there is a dirt 
road off to the side, and trucks 
enter the road which is under 
construction in the new park.

police spotted two cars appar- 
ently racing. When they started 
to chaSe the cars at a rate of 
80 m. p. h., the police car 
passed one car at a point where 
the road narrowed and was hit 
by the car it was passing, re- 
sulting in a bent bumper. The 


car ahead was able to escape 


police at this point, but the driver 
of the car stopped by police was 
a seventeen-year old Hyattsville 
youth, who was charged with 
speeding over 70 m, p. h. 

A non-resident of Greenbelt, 
driving down Crescent, suddenly 
struck a car. parked near 7 
Crescent. Damage to the parked 
car, a 1961 model, was estimated 


at $700, 


A Hyattsville man was found 
burned to death in a car on 
Glendale Road on Saturday night 
at around midnight. Although 
the cause of death was considered 
due to asphyxiation, an investi- 
gation is still going on to de- 
termine the events leading up to 
the fire. According to Chief 
Williams, the fire caused intense 
heat in the car, enough to melt 
the knobs of certain parts of the 
dashboard, and yet the back end 
of the car was burned to a much 
less degree. The body was 
charred so badly that identifi- 
cation had to be made through 
the occupant’s dentures. Thecar 
had been seen parked along the 
Side of the road only seven 
minutes before the fire was 
spotted, and yet it was found in 
the woods burning, There was 
no evidence that it had been 
pus hed, 

Two men were seen syphoning 
gas from a car and the incident 
was reported to police, who later 
apprehended two local adults who 
were charged on suspicion, 

_ At 4:58 a. m. on Thursday 
morning, a resident called the 
police office and reported a loud 
crash downstairs and the fear 
that someone might be trying to 
get in. Two minutes later, the 
resident called again and stated 
that the noise had been caused 


by a light bulb exploding in the | 


kitchen, There was no further 
police action, 

Two complaints were received 
from residents of 44 Crescent 
that the locks in their basement 
lockers apparently had been 
changed without authority. Police 
are checking. 

Some boys’ with sling shots 
were stopped by police, and the 
sling shots were confiscated by 
police.

to sell homes, '' the GHI board voted 5-2 last Thurs- 
day to open a sales and service office in the Center 
in the vacant store formerly occupied by High's. The 
vote sets inmotion the first major attempt by GHI to 
compete more aggressively with real estate agents 
in handling the resale of members' homes. 


Center Loses Shrubs 
Needs Landscaping 


The major landholder affected 
by a recent new ordinace passed 
by the city council is the city 
itself. The ordinance prohibits 
the use of prickly shrubs along 
sidewalks, and as a result, city 
workers have removed all the 
barberry bushes in the Center 
mall, 

Although at present only bare 
ground remains around the edge 
of each of the planted areas in 
the mall, these will eventually 
be replanted by the Greenbelt 
Garden Club, which long ago 
volunteered to beautify the 
Center. Presentation of the Gruen 
plan for rebuilding the Center, 
which called for the construction 
of attractive kiosks in the mall, 
has somewhat delayed further.

(The Gruen plan, which was pre- 
sented by Greenbelt Consumer 
Services, Inc., is at present in 
the hands of the Planning Board. 
The newly adopted angled park- 
ing on Centerway grew out of 
one of the suggestions in the 
Gruen plan.) 


Final Road Paving

After the new exit from the 
Parkway at Greenbelt was cut 
for those coming from the south, 
the old paved exit was blocked 
off for the laying of a gas line 
to the NASA buildings on Glen- 
dale Rd, This line runs along 
Greenbelt Rd. to the west of 
the Parkway and crosses be- 
neath the Parkway through the 
former Greenbelt entrance and 
exit, Laying of this line was an- 
other of the reasons that the 
Greenbelt Rd, construction has 
been delayed so much beyond 
the original target date.

GHI manager Paul Campbell 
had originally proposed, and the 
previous board had approved, a 
plan to sublet space in the office 
of the Twin Pines Savings and 
Loan Association on Centerway.

by mistake to Greenbelt Realty on 
Centerway instead of to the GHI 
building on Hamilton Place. | 

Both Zubkoff and Joe Com- 
proni, newly elected board mem- 
bers, Challenged the decision of 
the previous board at the first 
meeting of the new board in May. 
They maintained that a close as- 
sociation between GHI and Twin 
Pines, whose main function is to 
lend money to refinance the sale 
of GHI homes, would give Twin 


.Pines an unfair advantage over 


other lending agencies in the 
community. 

The two new board members 
further argued that if the objec- 
tive of the management and the 
board is to improve its sales 
service to members and to in- 
crease the number of homes for 
sale handled by GHI, then a full- 
fledged sales office in the Center 
would be more effective and more 
appropriate than, merely sublet- 


ting office space. They also felt 
that the board should take advan-~ 
tage of the current availability of 
store space on Centerway. 

The rental for the vacant store 
is $262.50 a month, but it was 
pointed out that the cost could be 
reduced by subletting space until 
the sales program justified using 
the entire space, Thelandlordis 
the Co-op (Greenbelt Consumer. 
Services, Inc.). 


STAFFING PROBLEMS  —§, 
Although it was agreed that the 
present part-time GHIsales staff 
could operate from the Center of- 
fice on weekends and evenings, 
Campbell said it would be diffi- 
cult to place someone from the. 
Hamilton Place office inthe Cen- 
ter during weekday daytime 
hours. The possibility of hiring 
additional help was not discussed, — 

Zubkoff declared that the: sale. 
of three additional homes a month 
would pay.for the program, (GHI 
charges only two and a half per- 
cent commission as compared to 
five and six percent charged by 
real estate agents.) He said that 
the sales could be further stimu- 
lated by combining it with a pilot. 
program of GHI refinancing of 
sales of homes, Such a proposal 
is under study by the financecom- | 
mittee, 

Opposed to the move to the va- 
cant store were Ed Peters and 
Lloyd Moore, who preferred to 
sublet space in Twin Pines. 
President Ed Burgoon abstained, 
while Frank Lastner, who stated 
at a previous meeting his prefer- 
ence for the Twin Pines plan, was 
absent.

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Yellow-Billed Cuckoo | 
Reported Seen Here 


By VILMA CORMACK 


On the morning of July 6, 
while dusting in the bedroom, 
I glanced out of the window just 
as a bird flew onto the branch 
of our big pine tree. Something 
about the way it flew made me 
pause in my work and concentrate 
my attention . on _ the visitor. 
Suddenly another bird flew onto 
the same branch. I could hardly 
believe my eyes, for it was the 
first time since we have lived in 
Greenbelt, nearly 18 years, that 
I have seen these unusual birds 
in this area. They were a pair 
of yellow-billed cuckoos, 

It owas a_ beautiful sunny 
morning, and these lovely crea- 
tures had paused in their flight 
to rest for a few seconds. Then 
one of them took off and with a 
smooth, gliding motion, wings 
stretched wide, flew into another 
tall tree across the yard. It 
was immediately followed by its 
mate. 

The flash of reddish brown 
(rufous) on the wings, the large 
white spots on the tail feathers 
and the smooth, silent, snake- 
like movements of the birds, were 
positive identification anda thrill 
to behold. 

The lower yellow mandible, 
which identifies this bird from 
its cousin, the _ black-billed 
cuckoo, can only be seen at 
close range. The breast is a 
pearly white, the back a dull 
brown, and the size of the bird 
that of a streamlined robin. The 
tail is long and slender and quite 
flashy, with large white spots 
lined up along the sides, 

When I checked with the Audu- 
bon Society, I learned that the 
yellow-billed as _ well as the 
black-billed cuckoos are frequent 
visitors to the Washington Area 
and prefer the outer edges of 
woodlands, Both groups winter 
in South America. Let us hope 
that these aitractive visitors will 
return on their fall migration 
southward and stop long enough 
for all interested Greenbelt resi- 
dents to enjoy their beauty.
